13. The interim Council shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are re- 
quired to preside at the respective polling- 
places, or delegate to the Returning Officer 
the powers to appoint such Deputy Re- 
turning Officer, and otherwise arrange for 
the holding of the first election. 

14. Nominations for members of the 
first Council shall be held at the offices of 
the municipality on the twenty-fifth day 
of November, 1963, from ten o’clock in 
the forenoon to twelve o’clock noon.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 


Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

Now, therefore, the Municipal Council 
of The Corporation of the District of 
Surrey, in open meeting assembled, enacts 
as follows:— 


1. Pursuant to section 513 and subject 
to Division (4) of Part XII of the Munici- 
pal Act of the Province of British Colum- 
bia, the Municipal Council of The Corpo- 
ration of the District of Surrey is hereby 
authorized to enter upon, expropriate, 
break up, take, and enter into possession 
of and use for the purpose of extending 
and establishing a portion of 137th Street 
all and singular that certain parcel or 
tract of land and premises situate, lying, 
and being in the Municipality of Surrey, 
in the Province of British Columbia, and 
being more particularly known and de- 
scribed as all that portion of Lot Two (2) 
of Lot Four (4) of Section Twenty-three 
(23), Block Five (5) north, Range Two 
(2) west, Plan 9896, New Westminster 
District, as shown outlined in red on 
Right-of-way Plan 24679, and containing 
zero decimal one two zero (0.120) acre, 
more or less; all that portion of Lot One 
(1) of the northerly portion of Lot Four 
(4) of Section Twenty-three (23), Block 
Five (5) north, Range Two (2) west, Plan 
9896, except Parcel A (Explanatory Plan 
12612) thereof, New Westminster District, 
as shown outlined in red on Right-of-way 
Plan 24679, and containing zero decimal 
one three three (0.133) acre, more or 
less; all that portion of the south-west 
portion of Lot Five (5) of Section Twenty- 
three (23), Block Five (5) north, Range 
Two (2) west, Plan 4657, being all that 
portion of the said Lot Five (5) lying to 
the west of a straight line bisecting the 
north and south boundaries thereof and 
to the south of a straight line bisecting the 
east and west boundaries thereof, New 
Westminster District, as shown outlined 
in red on Right-of-way Plan 24679, and 
containing zero decimal one five nine 
(0.159) acre, more or less. 

2. This by-law may be cited for all 
purposes as the “137th Street Expropria- 
tion By-law, 1962, No. 1992.”
